MASS mourning by 

Palestinians and muted 
tributes from the rest of the 
world greeted the death of 
Yasser Arafat yesterday. 

The 75-year-old terrorist 
turned statesman died after 
being in a coma for a week 
in a hospital outside Paris. 

Tony Blair said: “Obviously 
he was a huge icon for the 
Palestinian people. Whatever 
differences we had I think it is 
right to recognise that." 

President George Bush 

refused to pay tribute to 
Arafat, simply referring to his 
death as “a significant 
moment in Palestine history". 

His death plunged the 
Middle East into uncertainty —

and sparked a scramble for 
his reputed £3billion fortune. 

Billions of pounds of aid 
and donations to the 
Palestine cause have 
vanished over the years. 

Living humbly and 

teetotal, Arafat is thought 
to have used his wealth to 
buy loyalty from his followers. 

His wife Suha is reported to 
receive £55,000 from secret 
funds and stays in a £10,000- 
a-night Paris hotel room. 

He is expected to be buried 
in the West Bank town of 
Ramallah as Israelis opposed 
his dying wish of being laid to 
rest in Jerusalem.

EAD DADDY'S MEDALS

A THREE-year-old pinned his 
dad’s medals on his chest yes- 
terday and joined the nation in 
remembering our war dead. 

Major Matthew Titchener, father of 
little Matheson, was serving with the 
Royal Military Police in Basra last 
year when he was killed in an ambush. 

During a ceremony yesterday Matheson, 
with the help of his uncle Daniel 
Titchener, unveiled the major’s name on a 
war memorial in their home town of 
Southport, Merseyside. The tot then laid a 
wreath.

Following prayers and a two-minute 
silence for Major Titchener, 32, hundreds 
lined the streets to observe the traditional 
11am silence for all fallen servicemen. 

After the ceremonies Major Titchener’s 
wife Raquel, 29, said: “I was so proud to 
see my husband’s name up there as a trib- 
ute to his bravery and his sacrifice. 

“I think it is important to leave a lasting 
memorial in the middle of town so people 
will see it. It will remind them that there 
are people still in Iraq risking their lives 
and fighting for our children's future." 

The Queen and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh laid a cross of Remembrance 
and met war veterans 
from different conflicts at 
Westminster Abbey. 

A bugler sounded the 
Last Post to signal obser- 
vance of the silence. 

The Queen and the Duke 
then opened the Field of 
Remembrance outside the 
Abbey, where hundreds of 
small wooden crosses, 
planted in the ground by 
loved ones, bear the names 
of fallen soldiers. 

Sara Jones, widow of 
Falklands hero Colonel H 
Jones, read the poem: “At 
the going down of the sun 
and in the morning we will 
remember them." 

Last night, three million 
poppy petals were show- 
ered over the Thames from 
two World War II Douglas 
Dakota DC3 planes. 

Giant poppies and a 
message of remembrance 
were also projected on to 
the walls of the Shell 
building on London's 
South Bank.

PRINCESS Anne was just nine seconds 
from death when a fighter jet roared 
straight at her plane yesterday. 

An RAF Typhoon terrifyingly came within a 
whisker of smashing into a Royal Squadron flight 
carrying the Queen's daughter to Scotland. 

The jet, with a top speed of 1,321mph, hurtled into the 
five-mile exclusion zone surrounding the Royal aircraft 
as it flew above Morecambe Bay. 

Dramatically air traffic controllers launched a full 
scale alert and ordered the Princess's aircraft to quickly 
descend. 

But the no-nonsense Royal calmly instructed the pilot 
to continue flying to RAF Lossiemouth in Scotland 
where she carried out a string of official duties. 

The 54-year-old princess was said to be very cool 
throughout. Her spokes- 
man said: "The Princess

THE botched drive-by shoot- 
ing that left two innocent girls 
dead was triggered by a real 
life gangsta rap. 

Gang member Jermaine Carty, 24, 
leapt on a nightclub stage, grabbed the 
microphone and belted out an anthem 
taunting a rival mob. 


As he performed the rap he flashed a 
handgun he'd smuggled into the club, 
Leicester Crown Court heard yesterday. 

Among the audience was Marcus Ellis — 
a member of the rival Burger Bar gang

who the rapper had challenged. Two hours 
later Ellis, 24, was among four men in a 
car who tried to kill Carty by firing at him 
with a sub-machinegun outside a hair- 
dressing salon in Birmingham where a 
party was being held, it is alleged. 

The mob fired 40 shots but not one hit 
Johnson Crew gang member Carty or any 
of his fellow thugs. 

Instead they hit Ellis's 18-year-old twin 
sisters Charlene and Sophie, their cousin 
Cheryl Shaw, 17, and pal Letisha 
Shakespeare, 18. The girls were innocent 
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partygoers who had 
nipped outside for some 
fresh air, the jury heard. 

Charlene died instantly 
after being hit three times 
— once in the head. 

Letisha was also killed 
when one of four bullets
